Jan. 21.— The prediction of a toothless old seer. that 
central and southern Italy would he visited by the

A wrinkled-faced old woman, in a little village of Abruzzi. is 
beld responsible for the circulation of the report. 
Claiming to pos­ 
sess wonderful clairvoyant powers, she told her neighbors that the 
coming of another and more disastrous earthquake, had been foretold 
to hor. 
The rejort spread quickly through Avezzano and other towns 
where rescuers were still searching for bodies of victims of the re­ 
cent quakes. 
Refugees, huddled together in tents and sheds, were 
thrown into wild panic. 
When news of the report reached home, every effort was made 
to keep it from reaching the lower classes here. 
Active steps were 
taken to have the clergy and officials In the stricken districts call 
the people to gether and ridicule the story.
